Mail Sammary. 

The Eoman Oatholio clergy are 
showing a diepOBition anytliinir but 
flatering to the promoters of tho Irish 
Church DisoBtabliahment. Dr. Goes tho 
Bishop of Liverpool holds that all tho 
- -ancient endowmenis previous to IGGO 
should be given over to tho Eoman 
Oatholio Church, the original possoesor. 
Irish papers are predicting that Irish 
landlords wili aoon disappear fwm 
'*' '' that oonniry. The Eogiish 'Govern- 
ment in view of the late increase in 
,c- 'agrarian outrages is tailing decided 
steps for their represBion, The new 
measure to be adopted is one that 
sboald have been "instltnied loeg ' ago ; 
ft detective force Is to be scattered over 
the land, the police force has been fouod 
quite unable to trace oat the murderors 
in Tipporary and elsewhere. The ships 
Omar Pat'bafrom Brisbane, Australiii, 
and tho Blue Jacket Ironi New Zealand, 
hove been bnrnod at sea. Both vosocls 
had Tory valuable froigh s, including 
large sums of gold. All on board the 
Omar Pasha were saved, but a boat 
of the Blue Jacket wiihBO persons is 
misBing. The existing rowdyism in 
London is causing great public indign 
natioD and very strong measures are to 
be adopted for its prevention. Tlie 
Naval reserve has afforded an oppor- 
tunity of showing the utility of its in- 
siitution by afortnight'e exoorcise i [i i ho 
fleet: It would eeem to have been a 
perfect aooeess and demonstrates the 
immense vaioe of the force to a mara- 
" time nation like Bogland which is thus 
placed beyond all danger from scarcity 
of seamen in tho event of tho suddou 
breaking out of hostilities with any 
foreign power. The Oxford crew has 
gone into training preparatory to the 
match with the American University 
crew, in four oared boats. A collision 
occurred between two sf^amers plying 
between Glasgow and Ireland, tho 
Poke of Abercorn and tho Lord Gou<,'ti; 
the first named vessel sunk but no 
lives were lost. The English Dockyard 
fortifications have already cost £6,S60, 
000, and will icquire another million 
to finish them ; they are Eaid to be quite 
"ilC^pablp of. resisting the most recent 
^ descriptions of artillery and will ou tho 
whole be an eopnomy as they will ob- 
viate costly panics. The Ponce Society 
held its annual meeting and spoke its 
nsaal number of very good but very 
useless epecchcB. It pretends to have 
created a disgust for war all over the 
world; why don't they convert Senator 
Chandler. In Franco the elections are 
now complete and Bi\ow^^gain for the 
Liberals, who aro nevertheless diBsatis" 
fiod with tho result, which they say 
■would have been more favorable to them 
if government had not fermented riots 
in the large cities, in order to strike 
tsrroi into tho henrti of voters in the 
rural districts, so us to iiidnco thorn lo 
vote for the government candidates. It 
, U said also, that tho Emperor went a 
'littio too far in his efforts to play one 
jOlasa against another, and has roueed 
SO niUOh feeling that ho finds it very 
di£3cnU now to allay it, and that a war 
may be neoe8<iary to prevent homo din- 
tnrbancep'. The semi official journaU 
have been renewing their attacks on 
Belgium which gives some color to the 
statement. Spain is still without a king, 
and although the Duke de Monipensier 
seems to be the only feasible ohoioe, 
there appears to bo so many objeotions 
to him, that it is not very likely he 
will succeed. Meantime affairs begin 
to look very gloomy; The deficiency 
in thopublii: Trouaury, only SOO million 
reals, added to a seanty crop and very 
heavy expondiluro caused by iho Cubiiu 
rebellion and tho disturbed stuto of 
affairs at homo, aro I kely to make 
things worso before they gi^t bettor, and 
to cap the climax there uro rumor.s of 
a split amongst the leaders, Trim being 
genorally suspected of a design to iieizo 
the reins of governmont himself, having 
control of tho army. We fear tiiat Hpuin 
has yet a terrible ordeal to go through 
))eforo she settles the question of her fu- 
ture government. Count von Bismnrek 
; has his troubles like every other prime 
minister, the deputies are becoming 
restive and have secured the purse strings, 
A 10 that if he wnnw j^o get the power ho 
poBBcsoed three years ago, ho must get 
DP another war. Ho wishes to disarm 
' those troublesomo deputies by inducing 
them to vote certain Hlipulalcd sums for 
,„ eipondiiure each year in perpetuity ; but 
they are too wily for him, and refuse to 
vote more at a tirao than will juHt satis- 
fy tho most pressing necossitie.s, and for 
. .this piece of condesconsion they munnBo 
tOtiwem out of him somo concession 
u> -n Cf^m^ ocoaaion. This is more than 



the Cdont can put up with so ho has taken 
time' tp oonaider what he will do next. 
We presume theu8aa| gatpe will bo play- 
ed, thatis-'a /senaatibQ wiU be got up in 
foreign politics. So long as the deputies 
do as he bids them, so long will he allow 
thorn even nominal power ; bntiSp ^on 
as they begin to think for tbomselvei their 
career mast bs stopped. What is ths'dif^ 
ference between a despotie-^iKtng' 
and a despotic Prime Minister. The 
Celestial Empire is just as much 
disinclined to allow foreigners to 
live there and trade, as they were 
beforo Burlingame existed. 'It really 
looks as if be had invented the 
mission and trained tho Chinamen with 
him to play thoir parts; ho seoms to 
make it pay anyhow, and if he is an 
impostor ho has carried out tho cheat 
with great skill. So it would appear 
that Mr. do LesBepa is about to sell all 
tho exoluaive privileges he obtained, 
in relation to tho canal through tho 
Istbrnus of Suez, to tlie Pacha of Egypt. 
Uould this bavo boon done at tho in- 
htigalion of England ? It may he, and 
the la'.o Hploiidid roeption given to 
that important personage at London 
mny have been in view of a possiblo 
subtraction of somo of these privileges 
in favor of Great Britain. Earl Qran*. 
villo has given a very , short and un- 
pleasaobsort of rebuff to the New Zea» 
landers, who have some traditional idea 
that tho Mother Country ought to pro- 
toct them against the Indians, booause 
ihoy ars very busy getting rich, and 
can't afford the lime to do it themBelves. 
His Lordship told them lhey_ were 
mistaken, and that the Mother Country 
had already done too much for them. ^
